Prior to his assassination, 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr.

2 Before the-original shelter was closed in downtown 
“Columbus, businessmen complained about the unsightly 
characters loitering in the area. ; 

Casual mention of a possible shelter in the Near Eastside 
alarmed the residents. Businesses in the North Market area 
said that an open shelter in their neighborhood wouid 
adversely affect their businesses. 

.. The Franklin County Court of Appeals has cleared the 

way for the shelter to be opened in Franklinton, a low 
income &rea just west of downtown. Franklinton residents 
believe that the shelter is a slap in the face and will interfere 
with their efforts to revitalize the neighborhood. They are 
also concerned about unsavory characters who will fre- 
quent the shelter coming int contact with their children. 
_ Recognizing that Columbus has an obligation to care for 
the homeless and the urgency of the matter now that the 
cold weather has set in, trying to placate everybody is an 
impossible task. 

While we feel that a better site away from residentia! 
neighborhoods could have been selected, barring further 
appeals, the shelter will be opened in several weeks at 370 
W. State St. Time is of the essence now. We urge The 
Friends of the Homeless to work with neighborhood lead- 
ers to provide a safe environment for all. 


Jackson’s S econd Trial 


Convicted rapist Dr. Edward F. Jackson Jr. will goon trial 
Jan. 23 in Cincinnati on 36 charges which include 16 rapes, 
18 counts of aggravated burglary, one count of attempted 
rape, and one count of gross sexual imposition. 

In a trial that generated nationwide attention, Jackson 
was convicted on multiple counts of rape, aggravated bur- 
glary, gross sexual imposition, attempted rape, kidnapping 
and gross sexual imposition. He was fined $131,250 and 
sentenced to 191-665 years in the Columbus Correctionai 
Facility. Jackson will probably serve his prison term at the 
state's maximum correctional facility at Lucasville. The trial 
was moved to Akron because of pre-trial publicity. 

Jackson was a well-respected internist with a flourishing 
medical practice before he was arrested inside a Northside 
townhouse in September of 1982. 

If Jackson is tried on the remaining charges it will be 
likely at state’s expense. He has told the court that he is 
indigent and.cannot afford to hire private counsel to defend 
him. In fact, Jackson said he does not have the money to 
pay for an appeal of his first conviction, pay his attorneys or 
pay the court fine. 

Two trials were necessitated for Jackson when state law 
shifted the burden of proof. In the second trial, the prosecu- 
tion must prove that Jackson was sane at the time of the 
alleged offenses. 

The county was billed $31,509.93 for expenses when the 
first Case was moved to Akron. The charges were for trans- 
portation, housing, witness fees and meals. Included inthe 
bill was $11,434 from Summit County for services provided. 

If the trial begins as scheduled in January, we can expect 
a similiar bill from Hamilton County. 

In addition to those expenses, the state will have to pro- 
vide court appointed counsel for Jackson if Franklin 
County Common Pleas Judge Frederick T. Williams 
declares Jackson indigent. 

Is an opportunity for the victims to have their day in court 
worth the additional expense and inconvenience of moving 
the trial to Cincinnati when Jackson has already been sent- 
enced to a prison term that he will not live long enough to 
serve. 

If Jackson is tried and convicted on the additional 
charges, he still will be eligible for a parole hearing in nine 
and oneehalf years, although it is unlikely he will ever be 
paroled. 


Our § uburban Politics 


With East Cleveland the notable exception, the efforts of 
Blacks to gain elective office in area suburbs continues to 
be frustrated and the blame.must be shared by voters and 
candidates within our community. It is not a situation 
where we can correctly blame other racial and ethnic 
groups for our problems. 

Aspiring officeholders often seek Office for raciat rather 
than civic or political reasons and such reasoning has 
borne no fruits of victory. We are not a monolithic commu- 
nity even on matters of race and few concede that race 
transcends Our personal interests. 

Careful analysis of the Warrensville Heights election 
showed that Blacks there supported Mayor Raymond J. 
Grabow because he had a program which addressed the 
needs of that community. That's not to say that his three 
black opponents had no program, but rather the presenta- 
tion of the program was faulty. A parade of out-of-state 
political hucksters, political figures from neighboring 
communities, human rights advocates and comedians is 
not the foundation that successtul campaigns are built on. 


Grabow had only to point to past successful programs 
and ask if Warrensville residents wanted to trade what they 
have for what exists in East Cleveland. That question, 
loaded as it was, was the campaign rallying cry of Grabow’s 
black supporters. THe answer of course was reflected in the 
election results. * “

Like Boerger, He Got Caught,Too 


Since Elizabeth Boerger made 
off with more than $1 million from 
the state Treasurer's Office and is 
now serving time in the Women's 
Reformatory in Marysville, per- 
haps 31-year-old Charles A. Gun- 
nell Jr. decided to try to show her 
how to pilfer the treasurer's till and 
get away with it. 

Gunnell, an employee of the 
Treasurer's Office. didn't swipe a 
million bucks, he only cleared a 
cash box of a mere $145,000 in 
checks after devising a neat’ 
scheme to convert the documents 
into cold cash. He deposited 
$17,000 in two separate Columbus 
banks, one deposit went to a sav- 
ings account, the other to a check- 
ing account. 

A security officer at one of the 
banks bdécame suspicious after 
learning that some of the depos- 
ited checks were made payable to 
the state treasurer. Working from 
an auto license number led inves- 
tiqators to Gunnell’s home where 
266 of the stolen checks were re- 
covered three days after the theft 
iast July. 

Gunnell, instead of using amne- 
sia as a defense as Boerger main- 


tained, pleaded guilty to stealing 
tax checks and two charges of 
forgery in the Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court and was 
sentenced to two years im- 
prisonment. 

Gunnell, incidentally, is the first 
black known to have become 


involved in the theft of funds from 
the state treasury, although that 
office has been the object of 
numerous scandals over the dis- 
appearance of both cash and 
bonds during the past 25 years. 

Mary Ellen Withrow, the: treas- 
urer, is obviously elated over the 
disposition of the Gunnell case, 
and rightly so. For the theft promp- 
ted her to utter a comment which 
was interpreted by many blacks as 
a code of racism. It may be 
recalled that her immediate reac- 
tion to the thievery went some- 
thing like this: 


“Here we hired him (Gunnell) 
and tried to help him employment- 
wise, and then for him to do some- 
thing like that. You try to help 
these people and look what they 
do.” 

Following vigorous complaints 
by many blacks, she emphatically

denied that her remark was 
intended as a racial slur. She was 
really talking about her people

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Desegregation Provides Upswing 
in Quality Of Public Education 


Editor's Note: This is the first 
of a three part series dealing 
with desegregation and the 
quality of public education in 
Columbus. 

By JANICE D. HAMLET 

Court-ordered busing and 
desegregation happened in 
Columbus Sept. 6, 1979. it was 
the culmination of a long legal 
struggle which began when a 
group of students and their 
parents filed a suit six years 
earlier that wound tts way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Now, five years later, past 
and present school officials 
reflect on the-long fegal pro- 
cess and its effect on the qual- 
ity of public education. 

Desegregation was effective 
in doing what it was supposed 
todo, according to Ted Turner, 
Assistant Superintendent, Div- 
ision of Student Development 
for Columbus Public Schools. 

“The goal of the long legal 
process was to develop 
schools that reflected the totai 
society,” he said. 

Has the quality of public 
education improved because 
of desegregation? 

Turner said, “we can't look at 
desegregation and determine 
the quality of public education. 
Desegregation only had to do 
with racially balancing the 
schools.” 

“Columbus has one of the 
best school systems inthe 
country. If we didn't have 
desegregation we would still 
have a good system,” he said.

Former school board mem- 
ber Bill Moss said he always 
insisted that quality education 
and desegregation should go 
hand in hand. 

“Desegregation is a part of 
education. To assume that the 
quality of education was 
separate from desegregation 
was a mistake," Moss said. 

“Schools are for educating 
children. Whatever else it can 
achieve for the good of the 
community is fine but the edu- 
cation of our children should 
come first,” he added. 

Moss said the Columbus 
school system is closer to 
achieving quality education 
than most systems because of 
the leadership the system has 
provided. 

Former school board mem- 
ber Dr. Watson Walker said 
public education is doing good 


« inf everything except desegre- 


gation. The system is posing 
behind the scenes to keep the 
courts off their backs, Walker 
said. 

Walker said he thinks Dun- 
can’s decision to retain control 
of the system is an excellent 
idea because it means that 
leadership will continue to 
work to improve the system. 

“Columbus schools are not 
as bad as the public thinks they 
are and not as good as public 
relations portrays them to be,” 
said Gary Holland, current 
school board member. “it is 
somewhere between average 
and good.” Holland said he is 
committed to making it a great 
school system. 

“Unless all children are pro- 
vided the same kinds of oppor- 
tunities, there can't be quality 
education,” said former school 
board member Dr. David 
Hamlar. 

Hamlar said that before 
desegregation, some schools 
were teaching a high level of 
math and science and other 
schools were not interested in 
it at all. “Some students were 
going off to college unpre- 
pared, not because they were 
not capable, but because they 
were never taught.” 

Hamlar also said that dese- 
gregation has meant that 
teachers have started better 
preparing themselves. ‘This 
was part of the desegregation 
plan,” he said. “It was one of 
the strongest points of dese-

Department Of Energy Reach Major 
Milestone In Centrifuge Plant 


PIKETON, Ohio--On Nov. 7, 
nine weeks ahead of schedule, 
the Department of Energy 
reached a major milestone at 
its multibillion dollar gas Cen- 
trifuge Enrichment Plant here 
when the first centrifuge 
machine was transported from 
the recycle/assembly building 
to the first process building 
and installed: The machine is 
one of approximately 46,000 to 
be assembled and installed at 
GCEP. 

Gonstruction-on-the GCEP 
Project began in 1977 and 
installation of the first centri- 
fuge machine is a significant 
step towards partial operation 
in 1985 and full operations in 
1983 of the first process 
building.

cials attended a review on the 
Status of GCEP on Nov. 7 and 
Participated in a brief cerem- 
ony recognizing the first 
machine installation. 

GCEP, when operational, 
will produce uranium enriched 
in the U-235 isotope which is 
used in the fabrication of fuel 
elements for nuclear power 
plants in this country and 
abroad. GCEP is part of the 
overall DOE uranium enrich- 
ment complex which provides 
uranium services to both 
domestic and foreign custo- 
mers. 

The U.S., though still the 
leading world supplier of 
enriched uranium, has expe- 
rienced a significant erosion in 
its share of foreign customers 
since 1973. 

More recently, competitive 
pressures from the world 


secondary market have cut 
into DOE delivers to its domes- 
tic cutomers. Through more 
aggressive marketing and by 
the construction and operation 
of the gas centrifuge enrich- 
ment plant the department 
expects to be able to improve’ 
its competitive position. 

At present there are approx- 
imately 1300 construction 
workers and 1100 Goodyear 
Atomic Corporation personnel 
employed at GCEP. 

Over $1.8 billion, including 
about $500 million for con- 
struction at Piketon, has been 
spent on the project to date.

vice delivery system is to 
enhance the human condition 
through the provision of servi- 
ces designed to assist in prob- 
lem resolution or prevention 
for individuals and for families. 

This objective may be 
reached best by planning and 
managing resources so that 
needs are met and problems 
solved in a comprehensive 
integrated fashion rather than 
in a fragmented isolated way 
which does not address the 
interrelatedness of problems. 

In March, 1983, the Colum- 
bus Urban League (CUL) took 
the first step in refocusing its 
service delivery system. The 
mandate for this change was 
indicated by a survey, “Ebony 
Family Expressions’, which 
the league conducted in 1977. 

The study concluded, 
among other things, that illogi- 
cal.arrangements existed 
within the service delivery sys- 
tem which needed to be 
replaced by comprehensive 
integrated relationships in the 
provision of service to our 
clientele. 

Service integration incorpo- 
rates the wholistic approach to 
meeting basic human needs. 
The-system_is_constructed to 
provide for individual and fam- 
ily needs through the internal 
resources of separate pro- 
grams offered by the League 
and to tap external resources 
when needed. The system is 
characterized by four primary 
components: 

1. Centralized Intake. The 
main entry point where initial 
needs are identified and 
requests for service ar

example, “Lasers are excellent for 
Surgery because they aliow the 
Surgeon: simultaneoualy to tocus 
On & Very small area and to cauter- 
ize the wound so that it doesn't 
bleed.” They can be used to per- 
form tasks that cannot be accomp- 
lished in any other way, such as 
counting individual cells for diag- 
nostic use, surveying the earth and 
measuring the distance of the 
earth from the moon. 

Jackson and Dr. George Wal- 
raten, also a professor of chemis- 
try at Howard, head two teams of 
laser researchers at the labora- 
tory. Jackson’s.team is conducting 
research in photochemistry, the 
study of the fragmentation of 
molecules by light. Walrafen's 
team is conducting research in 
Raman Spectroscopy, a technique 
used to determine the structure of 
molecules. 

Jackson, a professor at Howard 
for 10 yeafs, says the practical 
application of lasers is not his 
principal interest. However, he is 
presently conducting an experi- 
ment that, if successful, could help 
remove toxic material from water. 

“We have some preliminary 
results to show that we can des- 
troy compounds, but we don't 
want to form something that's 
more toxic,’’ he emphasizes, 
adding “and. we don't know if it 
would be cost effective. Results so 
far seem encouraging. 

“Another practical applicati- 
on,"he continues, “is that by 
measuring the properties of a 
molecule | can understand things 
as diverse as combustion (flames) 
and comets because the frag- 
ments you observe are some of the 
same fragments produced by 
light.” 

Jackson notes that Howard's 
laser chemistry laboratory along 
with those at the Massachusetts 
institute of Technology, Univer- 
sity of Pennsyivania, and Georgia 
Institute of Technology are the 
only such facilities on the East 
Coast. 

The research at Howard is spon- 
sored by grants from organiza- 
tions including the Office of Naval 
Research, which has donated to 
date a total of $1.75 million; the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, $651,000; the 
National Science Foundation,

“Our national debt is today 
somewhere around $1.3 trillion. 
Between now and the end of Feb. 
'88, current projections are 
another pile of about $1,200 billion 
onto that mountain,” added Dole. 


Dole told the civil rights group 
the Senate's efforts to meaning- 
fully enforce the landmark civil 
rights legislation passed by Con- 
gress in the past twenty years must 
remain high on the national 
agenda, and continue to work to 
make sure that these laws are 
effectively enforced. 

“For millions of minorities, 
women and disable citizens, 
equality of opportunity is only a 
promise, not a reality,” he added. 

An important case in the area of 
women's rights, Dole felt. was a 
civil rights issue currently at stake. 
He mentioned the case of Grove 
City College, in which the Lawy- 
er's Committee has been involved. 

At stake in this issue, he said, is 
the scope of Title IX, one of the 
ve most effective anti-sex discrimina- 

? tion laws ever passed. The out- 
come of the case could eventually 
bX affect the full-range of parallel sta- 
tutes prohibiting race and disabil- 
= ity discrimination 
ts The specific issue involved in 
ty Grove City is whether Title IX pro- 
r hibits sex discrimination in all 
programs operated by an educa- 
tional institution receiving federal 
funds, or only in those specific 
Progra cneutiy teceiviiig feu- 
eral aid.
